It is certainly very wrong thought in his Lord — 
ſhip, to tye the Conveyance of theſe ſupernatural 
Favours, annexed to arbitrary and inſtitutional 
Mercies,: to natural Cauſes, as he does, and to ac- 
count for them that Way; as (p. 106.) when he 
ſays, eur Faith in Chrift rannot be improved,” but ei- 
ther by God's giving us new Evidences of the Truth of 
bis Pretenſions (a very odd Word the laſt) or by 
our own ſerions Review and repeated Conſideration of 
the old ones.—— Our Thankfulneſs cannot be beighten- 
ed, but by reviving in our Minds the Memory ef the 
Benefits we have received. Cannot God give, or in- 
creaſe our Faith and Thankfulneſs by any Means, 
as well as thoſe his Lordſhip: confines him to, or 
without any Means at all?

irrational, through all the Articles of the Apoſtles 
Creed, as they pretend theirs would be, by beliey-

If Mankinds aſſents to the Truth of Propoſitions, 
in Religion, or out of it, were to be proportion*d 
to their Comprehenſions of the Manner how they 
come to be true, and not to the Authority of the 
Revealers, very little would be aſſented to by the 
greateſt Part of Mankind, in Religion, or out of 
it. Not only the particular Fundamentals of the 
Chriſtian Religion, but the common Foundations 
of all Religion, could not be believed or aſſented 
to; which are almoſt all of them incompreben/ible 
to our Underſtandings ; and even his Lordlhip, with 
all his vaſt Comprehenſion and Penetration would
